have no policy opposed to the will of the 
people.” 
By General Grant’s administra­ 
tion from the first then on a larg e cCale 
was the doctrine of arbitration of nation­ 
al disputes exemplified. 
During the war 
our commerce had been prey ed upon by 
rebel coasters sailing from British ports, 
and once fairly in its place, the adminis­ 
tration of General Grant, inspired by the 
patriotism and resolution of its leader and 
its head, demanded reparation for this in­ 
justice, and submitted as a method of de­ 
termining these questions, settlement by 
arbitration. 
The Eng lish g overnment 
knew’ full w*ell thatin General Grant there 
was no bluster, no bravado, but an un­ 
bending resolution, and so in a way char 
acteristic of him, without flourish and 
without drum and trumpet were these 
g reat questions involving not only mil­ 
lions of dollars in money , but mig hty is­ 
sues of war or peace between two g reat 
nations, as peacefully settled as an arbi­ 
tration of differences between individuals; 
and settled in such a way as to vindicate 
the rig ht, assert the will, the streng th and 
the force of the United States of America. 
If General Grant in his two administra­ 
tions had achieved no more than this it 
would have been sufficient in the lig ht of 
future history to have made those admin­ 
istrations illustrious; but he achieved 
much more, our national finances he 
found in g reat disorder, our currency de­ 
preciated, ail values fluctuating and un­ 
certain, and he knew that, there was but 
one remedy and that was as speedy a re­ 
turn as possible to the honest perform­ 
ance of the financial oblhrations of the 
nation. 
According ly , in order that the 
credit of the g overnment mig ht be un­ 
qualifiedly certain, in the face of all the 
world, he recommended the passag e of 
the public credit bill, declaring the fixed 
and unalterable purpose of the United 
States to pay its oblig ations in coin, and 
according to the spirit of the bond lie 
went still further; he recommended that 
cong ress should fix the period for the re­ 
sumption of specie pay ments, and his en­ 
tire financial policy looked steadfastly in 
that direction, and he did more than this. 
Under the pressure of hard times, under 
the delusion that what w*e needed was 
more of what people call money , cong ress 
passed the so called iuflation bill, which 
received the support of many leading re­ 
publicans, and this bill, substantially the 
measure of his political and personal 
friends the honest, sing le hearted presi­ 
dent vetoed and saved the country from 
a g reat disaster. 
Grant’s career mig ht 
ag ain have stopped here and it would 
have been forever illustrious, but he did 
more, much more. 
Believing that there 
were defects in our civil service he was 
the tirct to recommend to cong ress the 
method by which those defects could be 
corrected and those evils cured, and earn­ 
estly called upon cong ress for appropria­ 
tions of money to that end. 
He soug ht 
in every way to streng then us abroad by 
correction of abuses of our consular sy s­ 
tem, by the appointment of men to repre­ 
sent us abroad who would g uard and pro­ 
tect the interests of our country and its 
citizens. 
Many men betray ed and de 
ceived him and he put trust in those who 
were unworthy of his confidence; but all 
these matters will fade away from human 
recollection, history will have no room to 
record them, no pag e left upon which to 
place them; hut these g reat events in his 
political career history may never willing ­ 
ly let die, nor will the g reat nation ever 
forg et. Retiring from his g reat office as 
modestly as he entered upon it he soug ht 
that rest which for many y ears had been 
denied him and made his famous trip 
around the g lobe. 
How much his pres­ 
ence every where did to streng then our 
institutions among the people whom he 
met, we may never know, but never in 
the history , nor indeed in the annals of

But the close was g ath­ 
ering veiy fast, troubles and reverses 
came, and the fortune of the old hero 
was involved in utter wreck. 
He went 
home as he conceived a ruined man, 
there to sit down to suffer day s and day s 
of ag onizing pain and finally to die. 
It is 
this death so pathetic and so almost trag ­ 
ic that we mourn. 
During those long 
day s of illness and terrible pain he sat 
about writing the history of the g reat 
events in which he had play ed so con­ 
spicuous a part, and working with a he­ 
roism quite equal to that which he ever 
display ed in the field, he pray ed to live 
only that his work mig ht be completed. 
It was done; the old 'soldier, bravs, true 
man, laid down his pen on his finished 
work and was ready to die. 
In the g reat city where he lived anx­ 
ious ey es watched him, and ears aniously 
listened for any whisper from the cham­ 
ber of the dy ing man. 
At his request 
they moved him from the throbbing tu­ 
mults of the sreat metropolis to the se­ 
rene quiet of the mountain, and there, 
day after day amid pain and sufferisg , 
one day hope and another despair, mak­ 
ing his daily written records, for the old 
soldier could not speak of his condition. 
With the summer verdure all about him; 
with music of summer birds in the air, 
he watched, across the tree tops, the sun 
as it rose, g ilding the eastern sky ; lie 
watched it redden as it s^ink to rest in 
the western horizon, and one morning 
peacefully and quietly the soul of the 
g reat soldier, the devoted patriot and 
hero was taken to his fathers. 
I have said that General Grant was the 
ty pical American. Slandered as but few 
men, he never opened his lips to slander 
a human being . 
He was firm, but he 
was not obstinate. 
lie was brave, but he 
was not rash. 
He was truth itself; trust­ 
ful and confiding ; stern where duty called 
upon him, y et his heart was as tender 
and sy mpathetic as a child’s. 
The man 
who would stand unmoved ¡in the din of 
mig hty battles, was stirred to the depths 
of his g reat heart by the sig ht of a suffer 
ing child. 
Resolute in his opinions, firm 
in maintaining them, y et he was alway s 
open to conviction which came from new 
lig hts and additional facts. 
He achieved 
more larg ely than any living citizen but 
he never boasted. 
He did not carry his 
honor “ upon his sleeve for to daws peck 
at;” but his honor was ing rained in his 
very nature. 
He respected the honest 
opinions of all others, ag ainst political 
adversaries, as such, he never harbored 
an enmity , and in the performance of any 
public duty he knew no partizanship. 
Such in short, my fellow* citizens is the 
career and is the chara cter of that g reat 
American,whose loss we this day deplore. 
There is no hill top in all this country 
where the home can be found, there is no 
cluster of villag es in any valley , there is 
no city so g reat, no hamlet so small that 
doesn’t feel this day s solemnity . 
In the g reat city which he selected for 
his home, to-day there are mourning * 
marching thousands bearing his body io 
the tomb; but that ceremouy with all its 
pomp and mag nificicnce no more clearly

honors paid to a public man. In that res 
pect the honors to the great conqueror of 
the rebellion stand unriv aled and are likely 
so to stand for all time to come. 
So v ast i 
multitude, so distinguished a lino of mourr. 
ers, so earnest and patriotic a sentiment, 
and so sincere a desire to honor the illustri­ 
ous dead hav e nev er before characterized 
the sad rites paid to statesmen. It is esti­ 
mated that there must hav e been nearly 
50,000

The presi­ 
dent and his cabinet, the highest military 
and nav al representativ es of the republic, 
the gov ernors of nearly all the states, dele­ 
gations from both branches of congress, 
foreign, ministers, members of the supreme 
court, learned ecclesiastics, and members of 
thojbar, and,|finally, a v ast procession, pass­ 
ing through v aster lines of mourner« that 
thronged ten miles of streets, paid tbeir 
mute tributes to the honored remains.

Riv erside amid the booming offcannon, at 
5:18 p m. The v ast cortege tojk nearly 
nine hours to make the solemn march.

But complete and beautiful as wa? the 
military parade the attendance of the so­ 
ciety of the Grand Army of the Republic 
was ev en more remarkable. One could get 
an idea qf the exteut of the great war of 
which Grant became the leader by the huge 
number of its surv iv ors who followed then- 
old companion to the grav e 
It took about 
two hours for these men alone to pass _ 
giv en point, and such was their number that 
the civ ic societies coming in the rear of 
them, under the leadership of Gen. McMa­ 
hon, seemed a mere handful, a number of 
these hav ing marched away before it was 
their turn to start from thsirfpositions,when 
they plainly felt that to go out to the tomb 
and back again would carry them into the 
night. 
The Grand Army men wore a plain, 
almost civ il dress, with their little post flags 
of blue carried here and there, but they 
filled the street 
from 
curb 
to curb, 
and 
in 
the 
majority of cases 
their 
hair and beards had become gray. 
Small 
druin-corps accompanied them, and fre­ 
quently their little children beat the drums 
and did the flflng. 
Here and there were 
some young girls of 10 or 11, with their hair 
hanging down their backs, carrying the 
colors of some post. 
The wondrous rev olu­ 
tion Grant’s arms effected was noticeable in 
the mingling of blacks and whites in these 
different posts. 
This huge procession of 
surv iv ors of the war* closed with a great 
gathering of v eterans unable to walk at all, 
whose limbs had been crippled, aud their 
crutches and canes sometimes protruded 
from the carriage windowa 
Gen. Sickles bore himself at the head ol 
these men apparently with a full under­ 
standing of tho honor of hi 
3 position. 
The last grand div ision was mhde up of 
old firemen of New York, of the Firemen’s 
association, without machine*, 
bells, or 
bunds, 
and of tho different commercial 
bodies of New York, in plain black dress, 
with badges, and generally carrv iug a flag 
of white marked with their title.

Grace was the only municipal officer that 
carried in his carriage the official flag of the 
mayor of New York.

the guests, with the president, who was 
seated with Secretary Bayard, at the head. 
Quietly keeping his plaoe with the cabinet 
the grav e and handsome face of Postmaster 
General Vilas, the graceful and forcible 
eulogist of the dead commander at the ban­ 
quet of the Army of the Tennessee fiv e years 
ago, was noticeable. 
Among the gov ernors 
the good gray head of Oglesby, of Illinois, 
was conspicuous. Within a narrow compass 
was seen such a gathering of the notable« ol! 
the nation as no other occasion could bring 
together.

ARRIVAL AT T H E TOMB. 


UNION ¡sQUARE AND LINCOLN MONUMENT. 


By the plan of the procession it wa. 
agreed that tie body should mov e up Broad­ 
way unattended by any but tho military 
escort and guard of honor. At this, howev er, 
was v ery 1 >ng Gen. Hancock, with ?taff, at 
the head of the procession, reache I Twenty - 
third street before the catafalque ha 1 fairly 
got under way. 
The scene on Broadway a*« 
th# long line of military inarched to slo w 


All these carriages were kept waiting in 
line until nearly 1 o’clock for the approach 
of the catafalque. 
The dense throng, the 
masses of troops marching to solemn dirges, 
retarded [progress greatly. 
At 1 o’clock thé 
masuv e catafalque rolled majestically past 
Twenty-third street, and ev ery head was in 
an instant uncov ered. Strong men brushed 
away the tears aud sev eral women were 
ov ercome by their emotions. 
As the re 
mains passed on the long line of carriages 
fell in, and for a time blocked the; passage of 
the rear portion of the line. 
The carriage 
of Col. Fred Grant, his wife and sister had 
the post immediately in rear of the cata 
falne. Then followed the carriages of the 
pall bearers and the president and v ice pres­ 
ident 
Slowly tho procession wound its way up 
Fifth av enue. 
The magnificent residences 
which stretch from Thirty-fourth to Fifty- 
sev enth streets were hung in deepest black, 
thousands of dollars hav ing been spent on 
and such places as the Vanderbilts, the Astore, 
Mrs. Roberts. One magnificently decorated 
mansion was that of Secretary Whitney at 
Fifth av enue and Fifty-sev enth street- All 
these costly dwellings were filled from roof 
to basement with their sorrowing occupants 
and frienda 
The Windsor hotel, at Forty- 
sev enth street, was packed to the roof, and 
the crowd pushed to the front so eagerly 
that for sev eral minutes the passage of the 
catafalque was impeded. 
The mounted 
police straightened out the lina 
TV hen the head of the column reached 
Fifty-sev enty street and turned off to enter 
the Eighth av enue boulev ard the command 
was giv en to take route step, and from that 
time there was better progress and a less 
tiresome march. 
A number of the militia 
regiments from Brooklyn and New Jersey 
be re dropped out of line. It was plainly 
seen that they were v ery tired, but there 
was not the suffering anywhere that was 
feared. 
From that on to Sev enty-second 
street, where the brood boulev ard enters 
the lower end of 
Riv erside park, the 
march was without special incident 
One of the most magnificent spectacles of 
the day was witnessed here, and that was 
the nav al demonstration by the fleet which 
lay off in the riv er near the park. 
The 
squadron, under Rear Admiral Jew ett oon- 
sisted of the Tennessee, the Omaha, Dis­ 
patch, and two smaller v essels,, were lying 
astern of each other, the Tennessee leading 
Admiral Jewett being in the land proces­ 
sion, Capt O. P. Stanton, his chief of staff 
conducted the ceremonies. 
Tbe v essels lay 
hov e short ready to trip their anchor« ani 
get under way at the first approach of the 
bead of the column. As the 
carriage of 
Cren. Hancock (his horse had giv en out) 
came into v iew. a sailor signaled tho flagship 
from the bluff. Instantly the anchors 
were lifted, with the perfection 
of a ma­ 
chine ev ery ynri was “cpckbillod” ani 
ev ery flag lowered apeak, and then the v es­ 
sels steamed slowly up thundering their 
minute guns in solemn requiem. 
“Cock- 
billing” the yards, that is tipping them so 
they bang their slings at acute angle* with 
the masts, is a nav al honor, paid abroad 
only to deceased sov ereign« . ‘ When exe- 
cuted with precision it is an imposing man­ 
euv er. 
For the rest of the wav to the tomb, 
the v essels kept apace with the head of thé 
procession, end it was not until the last

a string of carriages alighted, first. Rev . J. 
P. Newman and Bishop Harris. 
Following 
them were Gens. Sheridan and Buckner, 
Sherman and Joe Johnston. Gen. John A.

came the funeral car, preceded by the band 
and surrounded by the members of George 
G. Meade post, of Philadelphia. 
Behind 
them, and coming slowly down between 
the ranks of soldiers at a present arms, 
were the family and mourners, among 
whom were President Clev eland, Vice Pres­ 
ident Hendricks, ex-Presidents Arthur and 
Hayes, Gen. John Sherman and other nota­ 
bles. When the car had reached its plaoe 
before the door of the tomb the Gov ernor’s 
Island band, stationed on the knoll to the 
north, started to play, and all down the 
ranks muffled drums beat a sad tattoo. 
V\ hen the steps prepared for the purpose 
were placed at the back of the car the v et­ 
erans of Meade post who were chosen as 
pall-bearers mounted to it, and, under com­ 
mand of an officer below, bore the casket to 
the cedar box on the ground before the door. 
Behind them came CoL Grant, with his 
wife, his brother’s wife, and little Nellie. 
They took their places to the south of the 
caskot 
President Clev eland and Gen. Han­ 
cock were directly behind, while 
Dr. New­ 
man, Bishop Harris and the soldiers and 
prominent officials ranged themselv es at the 
north aud west sides. 
When tho casket had 
been placed in the cedar lead-lined box tho 
members of Meade post stepped forward, 
and, as was their right, began the lu>t ser­ 
v ices ov er the body of their dead comrade 
The serv ices were v ery brief.

Newman read the rest of the burial eerrioa, 
Then came an address by Rev . J. W. 
Sayre*, chaplain-in-chief of the department 
of Pennsylv ania, G. A. R., in which ha

Then again came the grizzled bugler to 
the front.

hor-e, Gen. Sherman, whose eyes were fixed 
on the player in sympathy. 
Little Nellie, 
too, peeped between the tall forms of the 
soldiers, and then looked askance at her 
father, whose head was bowed upon his 
breast. 
With the last 
quiv ering notes 
of the soldiers’ “Good 
night,” a gnu

But 
one 
gun 
was fired, and as its echo died away iu the 
Jersey hills tbe casket was placed in the steel 
ca-e and taken to the tomb, three v olleys of 
musketry fired by two regiments of the 
New York National guard, waking the 
echoes of the surrounding hills as the body 
was tenderly borne to its last resting place. 
undertaker Merritt closed 
the doors, 
locked them, and, putting the key in a 
v elv et-cov ered case, handed it to Gen. Han­ 
cock, who gav e it to Mayor Grace, the lat­ 
ter in turn deliv ering it to President Crim- 
rnins, of the park commissioners. 
Just as the casket, inclosed in the cedar 
box and steel case, was placed in the tomb 
John Hawkins, the colored coachman who 
drov e Gen. Grant when president, stepped 
within the v ault and rev erently placed a 
bouquet of roses on top of the steel case. 
When all was ov er the members of the fam­ 
ily of the dead turned sadly away and en 
tered their 
carriage« . 
All the friends 
weut away in their coaches, while the mili­ 
tary departed some by railroOd and some by 
steamer. Hie crowd dispersed as quickly 
as it« enormous proportions would permit, 
and taxed ev ery means of conv eyanoa to 
the utmost in the haste of its departure 
The “Old Commander” bad reachei the 
eud of his journey. 


.The first night of Gen Grant’s long sleep 
was far adv anced before tbe last wearied 
watcher of all the multitude at hi« funeral 
groped his way down the bluff. Then only 
the tramp, tramp or the guard of two men 
ab ut the tomb broke the utilities-'. At day­ 
break Sunday a few people, singly and in 
two- and threes, strayed into the* park.

Careful estimates placed the length at fiv e 
miles, as the pace was steady and arrange­ 
ments so complete that no “stalling” oc­ 
curred.

Buren street and Wabash av enu* where P 
began disbanding, at 12:45.

In the afternoon memorial serv ice were 
held at Battery D under the management 
of the G. A, R , at which time an addree 
was made by Bishop Fallows, of the Re- 
formed Episcopal church.

By noon the people came in large crowds, 
which seemed to form by magic.

passed through the city hall when Gen. 
Grant’s remains lay in state 
It is esti­ 
mated that fully 40,003 people v isited the 
park during the day. 
From 10 o’clock in 
the morning until night there was a steady 
stream of v isitors. 
The tomb is in the care of Capt 
J. A. 
Fessender, with Battery H, Fifth artillery, 
who hav e pitched tbeir tent* under a clump 
of tree3 near the tomb. 
A strong boiy of 
police ore also assigned to duty to keep the 
crowd from, encroaching too near the tomb. 
It is expected that the members of the 
Grant family will leav e the Fifth Av enue 
hotel Monday for ML McGregor. 
Just before 4 o’clock four carriages drew 
up to the v ault 
At a signal from the first 
barouche the guards drew up in front of tbe 
line of people that was passing before tho 
tomb and stopped them. 
CoL Fred Grant 
descended from the first carriage and Gen. 
Sheridan followed him and helped out a 
lady dressed in black and heav ily v eiled. It 
was Mrs. Sartoris. Leaning on the arm of her 
brother Mrs. Sartoris walked to the grated 
door, rested one hand on the iron bars, and 
peered into the black interior. 
For fiv e 
minutes she stood there, while all about the 
crowd waited in respectful silence with no 
attempt to draw closer to her. They seemed 
instinctiv ely to respect her right to bo alone. 
A word from Col. Grant and the group re­ 
gained their carriage and the four v ehicles 
drov e away.

man who nev er faltered from Doaelson to 
Appomattox. 
Where all “performed tbeir perfect part” 
it would be inv idious to particularize, but 
to the Grand Army of tbe Republic and the 
old organizations, many of the members 
grizzled aud crippled, should be awarded 
the palm. They earned it, 
The signal for the start was giv en precisely 
at 10 o’clock.
